Therefore We, with advice of Our Privy Council, do hereby invite all fuch as can make any diſcovery 
of that deſigned horrid villany and aſlaſination 5 and afie all fuch as can make any diſcovery , even'fuch as haye 
had acceſſion thereto , of Our full Indemnity , and of the/fum of one thouſand merks to him who thall be the diſco- 
verer of any in ,acceſſionthereto , ſo as they may be apprehended , but eſpecially of Mr. Jokz Kae , ſon to the de- 
ceaſt Mr. Adam Kae, late Miniſter at Borg, ( who is proved to have beenthe ringleader of theſe miſcreants, and who 
was formerly apprehended in the like Fanatick Tunult, and outragiouſly cryed toſtob the Town Major ) as alſo 
Txrnbyl, Tennent to Broowehall, and Brermbul; , his two Sons , Michael Cameron, Son to Aller
